An appeal for Senator William 
E. 
Borah to take the lead in a move for 
a senatorial investigation of 
In­ 
diana's political scandal was made 
Jodav by Thomas Adabs, head of a 
committee of editors conducting an 
inquiry into alleged corruption. 
Adams’ appeal was made as 
tin* 
Marion county grand jury went into 
session to investigate the political 
activities of D. C. Stephenson, form­ 
er grand dragon of the 
Ku 
Klux 
Klan in Indiana. 
“ I believe this is a 
matter 
of 
such grave importance that the sen­ 
ate* should conduct an inquiry into 
the workings of the ‘s u p e r - g o v e r n ­ 
m en t' in Indiana,” Adams said in a 
telegram to Borah. 
Borah had wired Adams 
asking 
for information on the investigation 
being conducted by the 
committee 
of editors of which Adams is head. 
The Marion county grand jury be­ 
gan its investigation of 
Stephen­ 
son’s political activities with 
in­ 
structions from criminal Judge Col­ 
lins to “ give* full consideration” to 
tin* charges of corruption aired 
bv 
Adams. 
Judge Collins directed the 
grand 
jury to call Aelains and Stephenson 
before it. Stephenson will he* brought 
to Indianapolis on subpoena 
from 
'..lie state prison at Michigan 
City 
where lie is serving a life 
sentence 
for the murder of Miss Madge Ober- 
lioltzer of Indianapolis. 
“ These* charges are to be 
given 
vour fullest consideration and 
to 
that cnel you will during the 
next 
two weeks and longer if necessary 
devote vour entire time to consider­ 
ation oi the hearing of evidence in 
support of the charges. 
“ The prosecuting 
attorney 
will 
provide you with a list of witness­ 
es including I). 
Stephenson, who 
can and will he brought before vour 
body at the proper time and upon 
the proper order. 
“ At the conclusion of your inves­ 
tigation you will return 
into 
this 
court a true presentment of all fel­ 
onies and misdemeanors triable 
in 
this county. 
“ 1 intend to aid the grand jury if 
possible,” Adams said. “ But 1 also 
intend to have another investigation 
in an open way, so the public 
may 
hear and know. 
“ The witnesses may testify fully 
and freely there and their testimony 
one by one will he conserved 
for 
grand jury action later.” 
Adams said lie would inaugurate 
a statewide campaign for funds to 
continue the work of his investiga­ 
ting committee.

Ralph Kane, who assisted in the
